The figures cited in applicant's argument are in fact oblique angles, however, the applicant's 
perspective and the examiner's perspective are different. As shown in Figure 4 of Heinlen, the bend is in fact oblique, even with 
the lines as drawn by the applicant, the applicant, however, has misinterpreted the actual bend, while the applicant maintains that 
the angle is a right angle, the figure shows the contrary, the bend is made and continues past a right angle to become an oblique 
angle.
